land agreeable to Gods Word: which We doe therefore ratifie and 
confirm,requiring all Our loving Subjects to continue in the unt- 
forme profeſſion thereof, and prohibiting the leaſt difference fron 
the ſaid Articles which to that end We command to be new prin- 
ted,and this Our Declaration tobe publiſhed therewith. 
 ThatWeare ſupreme Governour of the Church of England: 
axd that if any difference ariſe about the externall policy, concer- 
ing Injuntions, Canons, or other Conſtitutions thereto: bee 
nging: the Clergie in their Convocation i to order and ſettle 
them,having fir(t obtained leave under Our broad Seal ſo to as: 
and We approving their ſaid Ordinances and Conſtitutions, pro- 
viding that none be made contrary to'the Lawes and Cuſtomes of

| 7. Of the old Teſtament. 

The old Teſtament is not contrary to the new, for both in the 
v1d and new Teſtament , everlaſting life is offered to mankinde by 
Chriſt, who is the only Mediator between God and man, being both 
God and man. Wherfore they are not to be heard, which feign thar 
he old Fathers did look only for tranſitory promiſes. Although the 
aw given from God by Moſes, as touching Ceremonies and Rites, 
do not binde Chriftian men,nor rhe civill precepts thereof. ought of 
1eceſſity to be received in any Commonwealth: yet notwithſtanding 
zo Chriſtian man whatſoever, is free from the obedience of the com- 
nandments,which are called Morall. 

8. of thethree Creeds. eo 

The three Creeds, Nice Creed, Athanaſius Creed,and that which 
5 commonly called the Apoſtles Creed,ought thorowly to be recei- 
ed and beleeved : forthey may be proved by moſt certain warrants 
f holy Scripture. 

. Of orieinall birth or ſin: 
Original fin ſtandeth not in the following of Adam, (as the Pela- 
1ans do vainly talk) but it is the fault and corruption of the nature | 
f every man,that naturally is ingendred of the off-ſpring of Adam, 
rherby man is very far gone from originall righreovſnefſe, and is of 
!s own nature enclined to cvil,fo that the fleſh luſteth-alwayes$ con- 
ary tothe ſpirit,and therfore in every perſon born inro this world, 
deſerverh Gods wrattſand damnation. Andyhis iafeRion of _

ture doth remain,yea, in them that are regenerated whereby the luſt

_ Thecondition of man after the fall of Adam, is ſuch, thathe can- 
not turn and prepare himſelf by his own naturall ſtrength and good 
works to faith and calling upon God : Wherefore we have no power 
todo good works pleaſant and acceptable to.God, without the.grace 
of God by Chriſt preventing us,that we-may have a good will,, and 
working with us,when we have that good will. - 
 - II. Of the Inſtification of man. 
Weare accounted righteous before God, only for the merit of our 
Lord and Saviour Iefus Chriſt by faich and not for ow own works, 

or deſervings. Wherefore, that we are juſtified by faith onely, is a 

moſt wholeſome doctrine, and very full of comfort, as more Hg

© Works done before the grace of Chriſt, and the inſpiration of his 
| Epirir,are nor pleaſant to God,foraſmuch as they ſpring nor of faith 

in Icſu Chriſt,neither do they make men meet to recetve grace,or(as 
_ The ſchoolJ-authors ſay) deſerve grace of congruity : yea, rather for 
_ Thar they arc not done as God hath willed and commanded them to 

be done, we doubt not but they have the nature of fin, 14.0

Voluntary works beſides, over and above Gods commandments, 
which they. call works of ſupererogation, cannot be taught withour 
arrogancy and impletic. For by them men do declare rhat they do

Whereas Chriſt ſairh plainly, When ye have done all that are com- 

 manded to you, ſay, We are unprofitable ſervants. 
| 15. Of Chriſt alone without ſin. | 
Chiiſt inthe truth of our nature was made like us in all things(ſtn 
only except ) from which he was clearly void, both in his fleſhand 
in his ſpirit He came to be a Lamb without ſpot,who by fac rifice of 
himſelf once made, ſhould take away the fins of the world : and fin 
(as S. Fohz faith)was not in him. Burt all we the reſt (altough bap- 
t:zed, and born again in Chriſt) yet offend in many things, and if we 
fay we have no fin,we deceive our ſelves, and the truth is not in us. 
16. Of ſin after Baptiſme. 
' Notevery deadly fin willingly committed after Baptiſme is fin a- 
gainſt the holy Ghoſt, and unpardonable. Wherefore the grant of 
repentance is not to be denied to ſuch as fall into fin afrer Baptiſme.' 
After we have received the holy Ghoſt,we may depart from grace 
given,and fall into fin,and by the grace of God, we may) ariſe again, 
and amend our lives, And therefore they are to be condemned, 
which ſay they can no more fin as long as they live hereto deny the 
place of forgiveneſle to ſuch as truely repent. 
17. Of Predeſtination and Election. 
Predeſtination to lite is the everlaſting purpoſe of God, whereby 

| (before the foundations of the world were laid) he hath conſtantly 

| decreed by his counſell, ſecret to us, to deliver from curſe and dam- 

1 nation thoſe whom he hath choſen in Chriſt out of mankinde, and 

| to bring them by Chriſt to everlaſting ſalvation, as veflels made to 

\ honour. Wherefore they which be indued with ſo excellent a bene- 

4 fit of God. be called according to Gods purpole by his Spirit work- 
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- Ing in due ſeaſon : they through grace obey the calling : they be juſ- 
ified freely : rhey be made ſons of God by adoption : they be made 
 likethe Image of his onely begotren Son Teſus Chriſt : they walk 
Siouſſy in good works,and atlength by Gods mercy they attain 

r0 everlaſting felicity. 

As the godly conſideration of Predeſtination and our Election in 
Chriſt is fall of ſweer, pleaſant, and unſpeakable comfort to godly 
perſons, and ſuch as feel in themſclves the working of the Spirit of 


Chriſt mortifying the works of the fleſh,and their carthly members, 


_ and drawing up their minde to high and heavenly rhings,as well be- 
caule it doth greatly eſtabliſhand confirm their faith of eternall ſal- 
- vation, to be enjoyed through Chriſt, an becauſe it doth fervently 


kindletheir love rowards God : So for curious and carnall perſons, 


hacking the Spirit of Chriſt,to have continually before their eyes the 
fenrence of Gods predeftination, is a moſt dangerous downfall, 


whereby the devil doth thruſt them either into deſperation, or into 
wretchleſneſſe of moſt unclean living, no lefle perillous then deſpe- 
ration. 
Furthermore, we muſt receive Gods promiſes in ſuch wiſe as they 
be generally ſet forth co us in holy Scripture: and in our doings that 
will of Gods to be followed, which we have cxpreſly declared untq 
ns in the Word of God 
' 18. Of obtaining eternall ſalvation onely by the Name of Chriſt. + 
"They alſo are to be had accuried, thar preſume to fay that every 
man ſhall be ſaved by the law or ſect which he profeſſcrh, ſo that he 
be diligent ro frame his liſe according to that law, and the light of

20. Of the authority of the Church. 

The Church hath power to decree Rights or Ceremonies, and au. 
thority in controverſies of faith: And yet it is not lawfull for the 
Church to ordain any thing thar 1s contrary to Gods word written, 
neither may it ſo expound one place of {cripture,thar it be repugnant 
to another, Whertore alchough the church be a witneſle and a keep- 
er of holy Writ, yet as it ought not to decree any thing againſt the 
ſame, ſo beſides the ſame ought it not to enforce any thing to be be-= 
leeved for neceflity of falvarion. | 

21. Of the authority of generall Conncels. 

Generall Councels may not be rgathered together without the 
commandment and will of princes. And when they be garhered ro- 
gether (foraſmuch as they be an aſſembly of men, whereof all be nor 
governed with the Spirit aud Word of God) they may erre, and 
ſomerime have erred,ceven in things pertaining unto God. Wherefore 
things ordained by them as neceſſary to ſalvation , have neither 
ſtrength nor authority, unleſle ic may be declared that they be taken 
our of holy Scripture. 

22. Of Pureatorie. 
The Romiſh doctrine concerning Purgatory, Pardons, worſhip- 
ping and adoration,aſwell of Images,as of loan alſo invoca- 
tion of Saints is a fond thing,vainly invented,and grounded upon no 
warranty of Scripture,but rather repugnant to the Word of God. 
- : 23. Of miniſtring inthe congregation. © 

It is not lawfullfor any. man to take upon him the office of publike 
preaching,or miniſtring the Sacraments in the Congregation, before 
he be lawfully. called, and ſent ro execute the ſame. And thoſe we 
ought ro judge lawfully called and ſent, which be choſen and called 
to this work by men,who have publike authority given unto them in 
the Congregation, tocall and ſend Miniſters into the Lords wy 
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24. Of ſpeaking in the Congregation in a knowne tongue, 
+ Tris athing plainly repugnant to the word of God, & the cuſtom 
. of the Primitive Church,to have. publike praicr in the Church,or to 


Miniſter the Sacraments in a tongue not underſtood of the people. 


| 25, Of the Sacraments. 
- Sacraments ordained of Chriſt be not onely badges or tokens of 
Chiſtizn mens profeſſion : but rather they be certain ſure witneſſes, 
- andetfc&uall hgnes of grace and Gods good will rowards us, by the 
which he doth work inviſtble 1n us,and doth not onely quicken, bur 
alſo ſtrengthen and confirm our faith in him. 
There are two Sacraments ordained of Chriſt our Lord inthe 
Goſpel.thart is to ſay, Baptiſme,and the Supper of the Lord. 
Thoſe five commonly called Sacraments, that is to ſay Confir- 
mation, Penance, Orders, Matrimony.and extream Vn&ion,are not 
£0 be counted for Sacraments of the Goſpel], being ſuch as have 
_ Erown, partly of the cortupt following of the Apoſtles, partly are 
Rates of life allowed in the Scriptures:burt yet have not like nature of 
Sacraments with Baptiſme and the Lords Supper,for that they have 
not any viſible figne or ceremony ordained:of God. | 
* The Sacraments were not ordained of Chriſt ro be gazed upon, 
or to be carried about, but that we ſhould duely uſe them. And in: 
{uch onely, as worthily. receive the: ſame, they have a wholſome 
effect or operation: bur they that receive them unworthuly purchaſe 
to themſelves damnation,as S. Paul ſaith. 
26. Of the unworthineſſe of the Miniſters which hinder 
zot the effect of the Sacraments. 
Alchough in the viſible church the evil mingled with the good, 
and {ometime the evil have chief authority in the miniſtration of the 
Word and Sacrament : yet. foraſmuch as they do not the ſame in 
- their own name, bur in Chriſts, and do miniſter by his commiſſion 
__ & authority, we may uſe their miniſteryboth in hearing rhe word of 
_ God,and in the receiving of the Sacraments. Neither is the effect of 
 Chriſts ordinance taken away by their wickedneſſe,nort the Po "of 
| Gods- 
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Gods gifts diminiſhed from ſuch, as by faith, 2nd righrly do teceive | 
the Sacraments miniftred unto them, which be effectuall, becauſe of 
Chrifts inſtitution and promiſe,though they be miniſtred by evil men. 
|" Neverthelefle, it appertaineth to the diſcipline of the Church, thay 


enquiry be made of evil Miniſters, and that they be accuſed by thoſe 
that have knowledge of their offences: and finally.being found guilty, 


by juſt judgement be depoſed. 
27. of Baptiſme. T : 
' Baptiſme is not oncly a ligne of profeſſion, and mark of difterence, 
whereby Chriſtian men are diſcerned from others that benot Chri- 
ſtencd : but it is alſo a ſigne of Regeneration or new birth whereby, as_ 
by an inſtrument , they that receive Baptiſme rightly are grafted 
intro the Church, the promiſes of the forgrveneſle of fin,. and of our 
adoption to be the ſons of God,by the holy Ghoft ,, and viſibly {igned: 
ind ſealed:faith is confirmed, and grace increaſed by vertue of prayer 
unto God. The Baptiſme of' young children 1s in any wiſe to be re- 
teined in the Church,as moſt agreeable with the inſtitution of Chriſt. 
28. of the Lords Supper. 

The Supper of the Lord is not onely. a figne of the love thar 
Chriſtians ought to have among themſelves one to another : but ra-- 
ther it is a Sacrament of our redemprion by Chriſts death. Inſomucthy 
thar to ſuch as rightly, worthily, and with faith receiverhe ſame, the 
bread which we break,is a partaking of the body of Chriſt : and like- 
wiſerhe Cup of bleſling is a partaking of the blood of Chriſt. 

Tranſubſtantiation (or the change of the ſubſtance of Bread and. 
wine)in the Supper ofthe Lord,cannot be proved by holy Writ : bur 
It 15 be Ig as to the plain words of Scripture , overthroweth the na- 
ture of a Sacrament,and hath given occaſion to many ſuperſtitions. 

The body of- Chriſt is given,taken, and eaten in rhe ſupper onely af- | 
ter an heavenly and ſpirituall manner. And the mean whereby the 
body of Chriſt 1s-received and eaten in the Supper,is Faith,
